Rebels  may  get 
economic  aid 


Nicaraguan  cease 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Reagan  cal¬ 
led  Thursday  for  a  cease-fire  and  peace  negotia¬ 
tions  in  Nicaragua,  and  warned  that  he  would  seek 
a  resumption  of  military  aid  to  rebel  forces  if  the 
ruling  leftists  do  not  agree  to  a  settlement  within  60 
days  after  opening  negotiations. 

At  the  same  time,  Reagan  urged  Congress  to 
release  $14  million  in  aid  to  the  rebels.  Congress 
refused  last  year  to  appropriate  any  more  money  to 
support  them. 

“While  the  cease-fire  offer  is  on  the  table,  I 
pledge  these  funds  will  not  be  used  for  arms  or 
munitions,”  Reagan  said.  He  said  the  money  would 
pay  for  food,  clothing,  medicine  and  “other  support 
for  survival.” 

His  proposal  represented  a  new  strategy  in  the 
face  of  overwhelming  congressional  opposition  to 
military  aid  for  the  rebels  fighting  the  Nicaraguan 
government. 

A  cease-fire  proposal  by  Nicaraguan  opposition 
groups  sets  April  20  as  the  deadline  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  agree  to  peace  talks.  The  Sandinistas  have 
rejected  the  offer,  and  Reagan  asked  the  rebels  to 
extend  it  until  June  1. 

Reagan  said  the  “Communists”  in  Nicaragua 
have  turned,  at  least  up  until  now,  a  cold  shoulder 
to  appeals  for  national  reconciliation  from  the  pope 
and  the  Nicaraguan  bishops.  And  we  know  that 
without  incentives,  none  of  this  will  change. 

“I  am  calling  upon  both  sides  to  lay  down  their 
arms  and  accept  the  offer  of  church-mediated  talks 
on  internationally  supervised  elections  and  an  end 
to  repression  right  now  in  place  against  the  church, 
the  press  and  individual  rights,”  Reagan  said. 

“But  peace  negotiations  must  not  become  a  cover 
for  deception  and  delay,”  he  said,  adding  that  if 
there  is  no  agreement  within  60  days  of  the  begin-

ning  of  talks,  he  would  lift  all  restrictions  on  U.S. 
funds  “unless  both  sides  ask  me  not  to.” 

Regardless  of  whether  Congress  approves  the 
rebel  funds,  Reagan  said,  “We’re'  not  going  to  quit 
and  walk  away  from  them,  no  matter  what  hap¬ 
pens.” 

Reagan  submitted  his  plan  to  Congress  in  a  clas¬ 
sified  report  Wednesday  night,  with  no  public 
announcement  of  its  transmission.  White  House 
spokesman  Larry  Speakes  predicted  the, plan 
would  dissolve  congressional  opposition  to  the  re¬ 
lease  of  the  funds. 

“I  think  they  will  look  at  it  in  a  different  light  at 
the  end  of  this  day,”  he  said. 

But  Rep.  Thomas  Foley,  D-Wash.,  the  House 
majority  whip,  said  Reagan’s  proposal  was  “old 
wine  in  new  bottles.” 

Foley  added,  “I  can’t  imagine  a  member  of  Con¬ 
gress  opposed  to  this  in  the  past  being  persuaded 
that  this  is  anything  different.”  He  said  he  expects 
the  votes  on  Reagan’s  request  to  be  “very  close.” 

With  Reagan’s  report  in  hand,  Republican  con¬ 
gressional  leaders  were  free  to  introduce  resolu¬ 
tions  in  the  House  and  Senate  seeking  the  money. 

Such  a  resolution  was  introduced  Thursday  in  the 
Senate,  where  a  vote  was  scheduled  April  23. 
House  GOP  leaders  did  not  introduce  a  companion 
resolution  Thursday,  but  Foley  said  the  introduc¬ 
tion  should  come  April  15  when  Congress  returns 
from  its  Easter-Passover  recess,  leading  to  a  vote 
later  this  month. 

Congress  cut  off  aid  for  the  rebels  last  year,  but 
left  an  opening  for  the  administration  to  seek  the 
money  again.  Both  the  House  and  Senate  must 
approve  the  resolution  in  order  for  the  funds  to  be 
released. 


Utah  could  be  the  place, 
says  Olympic  study  group

An  initial  report  released  by  a 
group  studying  the  possibility  of  Utah 
hosting  the  1992  Winter  Olympic 
Games  indicated  the  state  is  a  feasible 
site,  and  officials  determined  they 
will  submit  a  bid  to  the  U.S.  Olympic 
Committee  on  May  1.  BYU  facilities 
are  also  being  considered  for  hosting 
some  of  the  events. 

Representatives  of  the  Utah  Coun¬ 
ty  business  community  met  yester¬ 
day  in  Orem  at  a  local  restaurant  and 
made  the  announcement.  Two  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Utah  Winter  Games 
Feasibility  Committee  were  present 
to  share  plans  for  the  state’s  bid  for 
the  Games. 

After  the  bid  is  sent  in  to  the  U.S. 


Olympic  Committee,  a  poll  will  be 
conducted  involving  1,200  randomly 
selected  Utah  residents  to  determine 
if  they  will  support  the  decision  to  bid 
for  the  1992  Winter  Olmypics.  “If  we 
do  not  have  the  support  of  the  public 
we  will  not  send  in  the  bid  which  is 
due  June  7,”  said  David  W.  Eckhoff,  a 
feasibility  committee  member. 

A  poll  taken  recently  indicated  that 
75  percent  of  those  surveyed  would 
support  a  bid  for  the  Games,  Eckhoff 
said.  “The  strongest  support  has 
come  from  the  Utah  County.” 

If  the  public  supports  the  decision, 
a  bid  will  be  submitted  to  the  U.S. 
committee  in  June.  The  committee 
will  decide  in  July  which  state  they 
feel  is  the  most  qualified  for  the  1992 
Winter  Olympics,  said  Eckhoff. 

The  U.S.  committee’s  decision  will 


be  communicated  to  the  IOC  (Inter¬ 
national  Olympic  Committee)  who 
will  announce  the  final  decision  in 
1986. 

Utah  officials  said  the  U.S.  will  not 
be  considered  for  the  1992  Games  be¬ 
cause  according  to  Olympic  tradition, 
it  is  Europe’s  turn.  “The  U.S.,  out  of 
respect,  always  shows  interest  by 
submitting  a  bid,”  said  Eckhoff. 

If  the  U.S.  committee  picks  Utah 
as  this  country’s  chosen  site  for  the 
1992  Olympics  and  the  International 
Olympic  Committee  decides  to  hole} 
the  Games  in  another  country,  Utah 
will  still  have  a  good  chance  of  getting 
the  1996  Games  because  at  that  time 
the  United  States  will  be  next  in  line 
for  the  Games. 

Committee  officials  said  they  feel 
very  positive  about  the  chances  of 


Utah  being  selected  because  of  the 
current  availability  of  facilities  within 
the  state,  such  as  the  Salt  Palace  and 
Cougar  Stadium. 

Another  positive  factor  is  the  close 
location  of  the  Salt  Lake  Internation¬ 
al  Airport  to  all  the  local  ski  resorts, 
and  the  large  availability  of  trans¬ 
lators  for  foreigners.  Because  of  these 
factors  the  committee  officials  said 
they  feel  millions  of  dollars  can  be 
saved  compared  with  the  Games  in 
the  past,  said  Keith  Haines,  chairman 
of  Utah  County  Tourism  Conference. 

According  to  Eckhoff,  the  Winter 
Olympics  should  draw  approximately 
107,000  visitors,  and  that  will  provide 
an  opportunity  for  Utahns  to  show 
their  state  off  to  the  world.  The  state 
as  a  whole  will  benefit  economically 


Israeli  troops  raid  Shiite  village 


KAWTHARIET  ASSIYAD,  Lebanon  (AP)  — 
!  Israeli  troops  searching  for  guerrillas  swept 
1  through  a  Shiite  Moslem  village  in  southern  Leba¬ 
non  Thursday  and  reported  they  killed  eight 
:  “armed  terrorists”  in  the  raid. 

Several  miles  to  the  south,  a  roadside  bomb  ex- 
i  ploded  and  wounded  three  French  soldiers  of  the 
I  U.N.  peacekeeping  force.  U.N.  spokesman  Timur 
Goksel  said  it  was  the  first  time  U.N.  troops  had 
i  been  victims  of  a  roadside  bomb  since  they  took  up 
i  peacekeeping  duties  in  southern  Lebanon  in  1978. 

Bombs  placed  along  roads  are  a  frequent  weapon 
l  of  guerrillas  fighting  Israeli  occupation  troops  who 
are  in  the  process  of  withdrawing  from  Lebanon. 
Three  Israeli  soldiers  were  wounded  in  two  road¬ 
side  bomb  blasts  Thursday. 

In  Sidon,  provincial  capital  of  south  Lebanon, 
fighting  between  Christian  and  Moslem  militiamen 
tapered  off  after  overnight  battles  left  two  people 
dead  and  22  injured.  But  police  said  seven  people 
were  wounded  by  sniper  fire  Thursday.  The  latest

casualties  raised  the  toll  in  Sidon  in  the  last  seven 
days  to  47  dead  and  179  wounded. 

Reporters  who  entered  Kawthariet  Assiyad  af¬ 
ter  the  Israeli  raid  found  women  weeping  in  the 
streets  over  the  victims  and  over  the  destruction  of 
three  houses  in  the  village,  which  is  nine  miles 
south  of  Sidon. 

Villagers  said  the  Israelis  had  entered  at  first 
light  and  left  in  the  early  afternoon.  They  said  the 
raiding  party  included  40  armored  personnel  car¬ 
riers  and  at  least  two  Merkava  tanks. 


The  Israeli  military  command  in  Tel  Aviv  said  its 
soldiers  had  killed  eight  “armed  terrorists”  in  the  • 
raid  —  five  as  they  tried  to  escape  in  a  car  and  three 
others  who  were  fleeing  a  nearby  cave. 

The  bodies  of  two  village  men  were  seen  in 
Lebanese  Red  Cross  ambulances  on  the  edge  of  the 
village.  It  could  not  immediately  be  determined  if 
they  had  been  included  in  the  Israeli  army’s  count. 

Red  Cross  volunteers  said  no  weapons  were 
found  on  either  man.  One,  identified  as  Mohammed 
Amin  Karaki,  28,  died  of  bullet  wounds  on  a  village 
road,  the  volunteers  said.  The  other,  Ahmed 
Mohsen,  21,  had  been  hit  in  the  back  with  machine- 
gun  fire  in  a  nearby  field,  they  added. 

Villagers  said  the  Israelis  rounded  up  all  men  in 
the  village  mosque  for  questioning  and  took  four 
men  with  them  when  they  left. 

One  woman,  Ansaf  Kujok,  said  that  during  the 
raid  “bullets  were  falling  here  like  rain.”  The  porch 
of  a  house  nearby  was  littered  with  hundreds  of 
empty  machine-gun  shell  casings. 


Bylaw  creates  new  ASBYU

A  bylaw  was  passed  at  Thursday’s 
ASBYU  executive  council  meeting 
which  established  the  Office  of  the  In¬ 
terorganizations  Council  (IOC). 

According  to  bylaw  VI 1 1-4,  “The 
IOC  shall  be  responsible  for  all  activi¬ 
ties  involving  the  Social  Clubs  (i.e., 
rush  and  pledge,  presents,  Un-Greek 
week),  as  so  designated  by  the 
approved  IOC  Constitution.” 

The  IOC  has  its  own  constitution 
and  bylaws  to  govern  it. 

Greg  Pyper,  ASBYU  Organiza¬ 
tions  vice  president,  said  the  interor¬ 
ganizations  council  has  been  evolving 
for  the  past  four  years.  He  said  the 
IOC  will  be  an  extension  of  the  Orga¬ 


nizations  Office  just  as  MAS  (married 
associated  students)  is  an  extension  of 
the  president’s  office.  Pyper  wanted 
the  IOC  to  become  more  independent 
so  more  time  could  be  allotted  to  the 
other  campus  organizations. 

“It  is  time  for  the  IOC  to  move  on 
and  let  the  Organizations  vice  presi¬ 
dent  deal  with  other  clubs,  which  will 
need  the  attention,”  Pyper  said. 

The  social  clubs  in  the  past  have 
taken  up  the  majority  of  the  Orga¬ 
nizations  vice  president’s  time.  Rush 
and  pledge,  presents  and  other  activi¬ 
ties  relating  to  social  clubs  leave  offic¬ 
ers  little  time  to  devote  to  other  clubs, 
he  said.  Now  that  the  social  clubs  will 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  IOC,  the 
Organizations  vice  president  can  de¬ 
velop  councils  such  as  the  IOC  for  the 


other  clubs. 

“Some  of  the  other  clubs  would  be¬ 
nefit  if  councils  were  set  up.  Common 
interests  could  be  correlated.  The 
service  clubs  could  make  a  council  so 
they  could  have  activiites  together,” 
said  Pyper. 

When  the  bylaw  was  first  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  council  some  of  the  offic¬ 
ers  were  afraid  too  much  independ¬ 
ence  was  being  given  to  the  IOC. 

Dave  Nillsen,  Finance  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  said,  “We  can  make  the  IOC 
independent,  but  the  Organizations 
vice  president  should  still  be  given 
responsibility  for  their  actions.” 

The  bylaw  was  revised  to  satisfy 
the  council  members.  The  Organiza¬ 
tions  vice  president-elect,  Shelley 
Burnette,  said  the  bylaw  is  “fan-

tastic”. 

“I’d  like  to  see  the  social  clubs  have 
even  more  autonomy.  I’ll  always  be  at 
their  meetings,  or  at  least  have  a  rep¬ 
resentative  there  to  answer  ques¬ 
tions. 

“I  plan  on  staying  with  the  IOC  all 
year.  The  office  will  help  them  in  any 
way  possible,”  said  Burnette. 

Steve  Colton,  ASBYU  executive 
vice  president,  said  most  other  uni¬ 
versities  have  a  separate  council  for 
the  social  clubs. 

“The  IOC  should  be  an  independent 
group.  There  are  600  plus  students 
represented  by  the  IOC.  They  need 
an  indivdual  office,”  he  said. 

The  IOC  will  continue  to  be  fi¬ 
nanced  by  ASBYU. 


U.S.  Air  Force 
using  $3  billion 
for  producing 
radar  jammers 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Air 
Force,  while  producing  joint  radar 
jamming  equipment  with  the  Navy, 
is  wasting  $3  billion  by  also  develop¬ 
ing  its  own  system  for  some  combat 
aircraft,  congressional  investiga¬ 
tors  said  Thursday. 

“It’s  simply  a  proliferation  of 
jammers,”  Frank  C.  Conahan, 
director  of  the  national  security  and 
international  affairs  division  of  the 
General  Accounting  Office,  told  a 
House  Government  Operations 
.subcommittee. 

Committee  Chairman  Jack 
Brooks,  D-Texas,  said  the  military 
services  “do  as  they  please”  after 
getting  their  money  and  contended 
the  Pentagon  philosophy  is,  “We 
make  money  the  old-fashioned  way 
—  we  put  it  in  cost  overruns.” 

Brooks  also  held  up  an  outer 
covering  from  a  current  Air  Force 
jammmer,  which  he  said  had  buck¬ 
led  in  flight  and  was  indicative  of 
serious  problems  with  the  equip¬ 
ment. 

Conahan  said  the  Air  Force  is  re¬ 
placing  the  older  version  with  a  new 
model  of  the  same  jammer,  without 
operational  testing  to  make  certain 
the  same  problems  won’t  recur. 

Air  Force  officials  responded  to 
the  accusations  in  closed  session, 
requesting  the  secrecy  on  grounds 
that  some  of  the  information  was 
classified. 

An  Air  Force  official,  who  spoke 
on  condition  he  not  be  named,  said 
in  an  interview  the  GAO  charges 
were  incorrect  because  the  joint 
jammer  system  with  the  Navy  can¬ 
not  be  used  on  older  combat  air¬ 
craft. 

Radar  jammers,  originally  intro¬ 
duced  on  aircraft  during  the  Viet¬ 
nam  War,  disrupt  enemy  air  de-

fense  systems  by  obliterating  the 
picture  of  the  airplane  on  the 
enemy’s  radar  scope. 

Conahan  said  in  his  prepared 
statement  that  the  Pentagon’s  own 
figures  showed  $1.2  billion  was 
wasted  by  the  failure  to  have  a  sing¬ 
le  common  jammer  system.  But  in 
answering  questions  from  Brooks, 
he  said  the  problem  was  more  se¬ 
rious. 

“We  have  identified  $3  billion”  in 
Air  Force  expenditures  for  its  own 
system,  he  said.  , 

The  joint  Navy-Air  Force  jam¬ 
mer,  called  an  ASPJ,  is  due  for  de¬ 
livery  in  1988,  with  initial  versions 
to  be  installed  internally  in  an  air¬ 
craft. 

The  main  Air  Force  jammer  is 
called  an  ALQ-131,  and  is  used  in 
external  pods.  The  original  ALQ- 
131s  were  installed  from  1979-84 
and  replacement  is  set  to  start  im¬ 
mediately,  the  Air  Force  said. 

According  to  Conahan,  “Our  re¬ 
view  showed  that  rather  than 
promote  common  use  of  ASPJ  as 
intended  by  various  committees  of 
the  Congress,  the  Air  Force  has  de¬ 
creased  its  planned  use. 

“It  has  continued  acquisition  of 
several  versions  of  the  ALQ-131, 
increased  its  planned  use  of  that 
jammer,  and  is  developing  up- 
ded  versions  of  other  jammers, 
a  result,  potential  cost  savings 
and  other  benefits  inherent  in  com¬ 
mon  service  programs  have  so  far 
not  been  fully  realized.” 

The  Air  Force  official  inter¬ 
viewed  said  newer  Air  Force  planes 
will  use  the  compatible  system,  and 
the  service  has  ordered  1,800  of 
those  jammers  —  up  from  an  initial 
requirement  of  580. 

But  he  contended  it  would,  cost 
“four  times  more”  to  install  the 
compatible  system  in  older  planes 
than  to  adapt  the  Air  Force’s  own 
jammers. 
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Media  influence  upon  Lafferty  trial?

The  outcome  of  the  Dan  Lafferty  trial 
would  have  been  the  same  if  it  had  been  held 
anywhere  else  in  the  world  besides  Provo, 
said  Dick  Harmon,  city  editor  for  the  Provo 
Daily  Herald. 

Harmon  participated  in  a  panel  discussion 
Thursday  sponsored  by  Sigma  Delta  Chi, 
dealing  with  the  Lafferty  trials.  Other  panel 
members  were  Robert  Walz,  a  KSL  re- 


_  orter;  Pat  Paystrup,  a  jury  member  for  the 
Lafferty  trial;  and  Dan  Bolz,  the  Lafferty 
jury  foreman. 

According  to  Walz,  the  media  sensational¬ 
ized  the  situation  and  is  to  blame  for  the 
problems  in  selecting  the  jury.  One  example 
was  when  the  Provo  Daily  Herald,  printed 
the  Lafferty  brother’s  revelation.  . 

If  faced  with  the  same  situation,  most 
media  would  follow  the  same  course  of  ac¬ 
tion,  due  to  the  competitive  nature  of  jour¬ 
nalism,  said  Walz. 


There  is  no  point  where  a  line  can  be 
drawn  between  what  is  said  and  what  is 
printed.  The  decision  lies  with  that  particu¬ 
lar  communications  medium. 

Harmon  said  journalists  have  learned 
from  the  events  of  the  trial,  and  their  mis¬ 
takes  should  act  as  lessons  for  the  future. 

Both  jurors  were  present  in  January  when 
Dan  Lafferty  was  charged  with  six  felony 
counts,  including  the  July  24  slayings  of  his 
sister-in-law  and  niece. 

“Three  violations  of  the  instructions  given 


the  jurors  occurred  in  the  trials,”  said  Bolz. 
“First,  some  jurors  allowed  emotion  to  rule 
their  decision.  Second,  some  jurors  allowed 
the  fear  of  and  pity  for  the  defendant  to  enter 
in  on  their  decision.” 

“Third,  each  count  and  the  penalty  for  that 
count  was  not  weighed  separately  by  some  of 
the  jurors.” 

“Sometimes  you  make  wrong  decisions  in 
a  case  like  this.  I  would  never  want  to  do  it 
again,”  said  Harmon.

Chairman  calls  for  Kennecott  audit 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  State  Democratic 
Chairman  Patrick  Shea  Thursday  called  on  the 
Utah  Legislature  to  perform  an  independent  audit 
of  Kennecott’s  tax  records  to  determine  whether 
exemptions  granted  the  copper  giant  were  proper¬ 
ly  used. 

During  a  news  conference  at  Democratic  Party 
headquarters,  Shea  also  recommended  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  convene  a  special  session  this  summer  to 
arrange  job  training  and  relocation  programs  for 
2,200  displaced  Kennecott  employees. 

“I  don’t  believe  any  of  us  can  appreciate  the  pain 
that  is  caused  by  being  displaced  in  the  way  those 
workers  have  been  displaced,”  he  said. 

Kennecott  announced  last  month  it  would  inde¬ 


finitely  suspend  its  Utah  copper  operations,  citing  a 
poor  copper  market  and  its  inability  to  negotiate 
concessions  with  labor  unions.  The  layoffs  already 
have  begun. 

Shea  said  the  audit  is  needed  because  the  Legisl¬ 
ature  in  recent  years  has  granted  Kennecott  major 
exemptions  on  sales  and  use  taxes  for  equipment 
purchased  for  modernization. 

However,  he  said  Kennecott  has  not  made  it 
clear  how  those  exemptions  were  used  and  has 
refused  for  the  past  two  years  to  allow  the  Salt 
Lake  County  Assessor  on  its  property. 

“Kennecott  may  have  done  the  best  job  possible, 
but  they  may  also  have  hedged  a  bit  on  their  taxes,” 
he  said. 


Shea  also  said  Kennecott  should  say  now  1 
whether  it  plans  to  reopen  its  operation  in  the  near 
future  because  copper  reserves  in  the  Bingham 
open-pit  mine  west  of  Salt  Lake  City  are  among  the 
richest  in  the  nation. 

Touching  on  other  matters,  Shea  defended  the 
Salt  Lake  City  Council’s  appointment  of  Public 
Works  Director  Palmer  DePaulis  as  interim  mayor 
to  replace  Ted  Wilson,  who  is  resigning  in  July  to 
become  director  of  the  University  of  Utah’s  Hinc¬ 
kley  Institute  of  Politics. 

If  Kennecott  has  no  plans,  it  should  advise  the 
state,  so  provisions  can  be  made  to  mine  the  ore 
when  the  copper  market  improves,  he  said.

More  than  200  present  and  future 
LDS  mission  presidents  are  currently 
gathering  with  stake  presidents  and 
regional  representatives  to  coordin¬ 
ate  the  LDS  Church’s  Area  Presiden¬ 
cy  Concept. 

This  conference  will  be  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  155th  Semiannual 
General  Conference  of  the  LDS 
Church  scheduled  for  Saturday  and 
Sunday  in  the  tabernacle  at  Temple 
Square.  General  sessions  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  direction  of  the 
First  Presidency  of  the  church  at  10 
a.m.  and  2  p.m.  both  days,  with  a 
priesthood  session  scheduled  for 
Saturday  at  6  p.m. 


The  Area  Presidency  Concept  was 
announced  nearly  a  year  ago,  and  this 
is  the  first  time  all  those  involved 
have  had  a  chance  to  meet,  said  Don 
LeFevre  of  the  department  of  public 
communications. 

The  concept  divides  the  world 
geographically  into  13  regions.  Each 
of  these  regions  are  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  a  three-man  presidency  com¬ 
prised  of  members  of  the  First 
Quorum  of  Seventy,  said  LeFevre. 

“During  these  meetings  the  men 
will  receive  instructions  on  how  to 
work  more  efficiently  and  how  to  bet¬ 
ter  coordinate  their  activities,”  he 
said. 


Most  Americans  favor 
deficit-cutting  tax  raise 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Eighty-four  percent  of 
the  American  people  feel  personally  threatened  by 
the  huge  federal  deficit  and  favor  raising  taxes  and 
cutting  spending  to  solve  the  problem,  pollster 
Louis  Harris  said  Thursday. 

A  poll  of  1,253  adults  also  found  61  percent  will¬ 
ing  to  give  up  some  tax  benefits  as  a  price  for  a 
simpler  income  tax  system.  By  a  63-26  margin,  they 
said  cutting  the  deficit  must  take  priority  over  tax 
overhaul. 

“Americans  are  sending  their  leaders  an  impor¬ 
tant  message:  Get  moving  on  both  fronts,”  Harris 
told  the  congressional  Joint  Economic  Committee 
in  releasing  results  of  the  February  survey. 

The  survey  conflicts  with  a  widespread  feeling  in 
Congress  that  voters  are  not  worried  about  deficits 
in  the  range  of  $200  billion  a  year  as  long  as  the 
economy  is  growing,  inflation  is  relatively  low  and 
interest  rates  stay  well  below  the  historic  highs  of 
five  years  ago. 
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Warm  days  and  cool  nights 
formula  for  smooth  runoff 
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Cool  nights  and  Warm  days  spell 
the  formula  for  a  smooth  spring- 
water  runoff  season. 

“We’re  okay  as  long  as  we  continue 
to  have  the  balance  of  warm  days  and 
cool  nights,”  said  Clyde  Naylor,  Utah 
County  engineer. 

Utah  County  has  enjoyed  some 
warm  days  lately  and  that  could  make 
the  water  runoff  during  the  spring 
season  serious.  Several  rivers  are 
running  above  normal  capacity,  said 
Paul  Skabelund,  hydrologist  for  the 
Uinta  National  Forest  Service. 

Rivers  throughout  the  county  are 
running  above  normal  but  the  water 
amounts  have  not  developed  to  a 
dangerous  level  yet,  said  Naylor. 

,  County  engineers  expect  the  nor¬ 


mal  flow  of  water  to  be  greater  during 
the  spring  in  the  county’s  rivers, 
Naylor  said.  But  much  of  the  answers 
as  to  how  serious  the  flooding  will  be 
in  the  next  two  months  will  depend  on 
how  much  precipitation  Utah  Valley 
gets.' 

“The  National  Weather  Service 
predicts  a  cold  wet  spring,  and  that 
could  cause  problems  for  the  county,” 
said  Skabelund. 

At  this  point  in  time,  the  last  few 
days  of  warm  weather  have  not  had  a 
serious  effect  on  any  flooding  iiflthb' 
county,  Naylor  said.  The  flooding 
situation  will  become  more  serious  as 
spring  continues  arid  as  weather 
trends  change,  he  added.

BYU  is  one  of  the  highest  baptizing

rere  baptized  in  1984.  During  March, 
Irigsby  and  his  companion,  Elder  Petri 
Jokkanen  from  Finland,  along  with  the 
ither  two  BYU  missionaries,  Elder 
jffichael  Young  from  Johannesburg,  South 
Africa,  and  Elder  Russell  Parkes  from 
Alberta,  Canada,  baptized  17  people. 


LDS  missionaries  find 
success  on  Y  campus 
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Pep  squad  chosen  for  next  season 


“A  lot  of  people  feel  because  they  are  in 
Utah  and  at  BYU  there  is  no  missionary 
work  to  do,”  said  Grigsby.  “But  we  depend 
a  lot  on  the  friendshipping  efforts  of  the 
students.” 

There  are  approximately  1,000  non- 
Mormon  students  attending  BYU.  The 
missionaries  are  currently  teaching  the 
discussions  to  30  students,  said  Grigsby. 

Hokkanen  said  that  during  the  fall  and 
winter  semesters  of  last  year  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  at  BYU  baptized  123  people. 
Almost  all  of  the  contacts  came  from  either 
referrals  or  the  person  themselves  walk¬ 
ing  into  the  office  in  243  MARB. 

One  problem  the  missionaries  said  they 
find  is  students  who  do  not  want  to  in¬ 
fringe  on  the  rights  of  their  non-Mormon 
roommates  by  asking  them  if  they  would 
like  to  take  the  missionary  lessons. 
However,  many  times  the  non-LDS  room¬ 
mate  is  waiting  to  be  asked,  said  Grigsby. 

“Some  non-Mormon  students  feel  closer 
to  their  roommates  than  other  people,” 


said  Hokkanen.  “Because  of  this,  they  feel 
their  roommates  should  be  the  ones  to  ask 
them  if  they  would  like  to  take  the  les¬ 
sons.” 

Hokkanen  said  the  most  effective  mis¬ 
sionary  tool  is  simply  asking  if  non-LDS 
students  would  like  to  take  the  lessons. 

“The  hardest  part  of  the  missionary 
effort  is  getting  people  to  take  the  les¬ 
sons,”  he  said.  “They  don’t  need  to  feel 
there  is  a  commitment  involved  but  should 
look  on  it  as  an  experience  to  understand 
what  the  church  teaches.” 

Working  at  BYU  can  be  a  challenge  for 
the  missionary  too.  Elder  Steven  Pulley 
from  Wilton,  Conn. ,  who  is  currently  serv¬ 
ing  in  Salt  Lake  City,  was  a  student  at 
BYU  before  his  mission.  He  said  return¬ 
ing  to  BYU  as  a  missionary  was  a  chal¬ 
lenge  at  times. 

“It  was  hard  at  first  to  remember  you 
were  a  missionary  and  not  a  student,”  he 
said.  “I  would  run  into  old  friends  and  old 
girlfriends  all  the  time.  Even  my  brother 
was  here.” 


More  than  100  students  donned  shorts  and  T- 
shirts  and  nervously  awaited  their  turns  to  try  out 
for  the  1985-86  pep  squad.

“The  present  chamber  office  is  lacking 
adequate  space,  and  the  aesthetic  nature  of  the  present  office 
does  not  lend  an  appropriate  image  to  the  chamber.” 

It  is  also  difficult  for  the  chamber  to  adequately  serve  the 
community  without  high  visibility  and  an  easy-to-find  location. 
Neither  are  provided  by  the  present  location,”  said  Limburg. 

!  The  new  building  will  provide  increased  space.  It  will  house 
visitor  briefing  areas  and  conference  rooms  where  visiting  busi- 
officials  can  talk  with  local  officials,  he  said. 


According  to  Limburg,  the  chamber  office  is  frequently  the 
show  case  for  the  community.  It  is  often  the  first  place  that  a 
visitor,  new  resident  or  businessman  will  visit  in  the  Provo  area. 
“We  have  only  one  chance  to  make  a  good  first  impression,”  said 
Limburg. 

To  accomplish  these  objectives  the  chamber  is  purchasing  and 
renovating  one  of  Provo’s  long  standing  buildings  of  historical 
significance,  said  Limburg. 

The  search  for  a  new  building  started  back  in  1980  but  because 
of  recession  and  high  interest  rates  the  progress  was  slowed 
down,  he  said. 

Financing  for  the  building  will  come  from  donations  from 
chamber  members,  firms  and  from  fund-raising  events.  “Already 
$60,000  has  been  raised  in  donations,  to  go  with  $30,000  the 
chamber  had  previously  saved,”  said  Limburg.

Utah  Jazz  and  government  scramble

The  BYU  baseball  team  will  open  its  WAC  sea¬ 
son  today  at  home  in  a  doubleheader  against  the  Air 
Force  Academy. 

The  Cougars  will  be  attempting  to  capture  their 
19th  consecutive  WAC  Northern  Division  title. 
BYU  baseball  coach  Gary  Puffins  has  been  the

According  to  Puffins,  the  team  has  been  playing 
well  as  of  late.  “This  team  is  constantly  getting 
better.  We  are  much  improved  over  two  weeks  ago, 
and  we  have  drastically  improved  over  one  month 
ago.” 

Early  in  the  season,  the  Cougar  veterans  weren’t 
playing  up  to  their  potential,  especially  at  the  plate.

School  district 
seeks  sponsors 
for  summer  camp 

Local  organizations  and  district  patrons  are 
being  asked  to  help  sponsor  disadvantaged  stu¬ 
dents  in  a  summer  education  program,  Alpine 
School  District  officials  announced. 

The  program,  which  occurs  each  summer  at 
Clear  Creek  Camp  for  all  fifth  grade  students,  is 
designed  to  develop  an  appreciation  and  knowledge 
of  nature.  But  some  students  may  be  unable  to 
attend  this  summer  for  financial  reasons,  said  Dr. 
Cecil  Hansen,  administrator  of  the  district’s 
elementary  schools. 

“The  $50  fee  doesn’t  sound  like  too  much  for 
parents  to  come  up  with,  but  it  can  be  a  large 
amount  for  single-parent  families  or  for  those 
affected  by  recent  layoffs  at  Geneva  and  Kenne- 
cott,”  said  Hansen.  According  to  district  officials, 
the  fee  is  used  to  cover  costs  for  meals,  transporta¬ 
tion  and  insurance.  Hansen  said  a  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  from  low  income  families  have  indicated  they 
will  not  be  able  to  participate  in  the  program  be- 
%  cause  of  the  expense. 

“For  this  reason,  we  are  asking  that  individual 
patrons,  clubs,  or  social  organizations  consider 
sponsoring  a  student  or  two,”  he  said.  “The  dona¬ 
tions  are  tax  deductible  and  would  make  a  real 
contribution  to  the  education  of  a  disadvantaged 
student.” 

Studies  at  the  week-long  camp,  which  is  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Alpine  School  District  and 
located  near  Scofield  Reservoir,  include  flower 
identification,  animal  observation,  forest  and  tree 
growth,  and  land  and  resource  use,  said  district 
officials.  Students  are  under  constant  supervision 
and  are  actively  involved  in  camp  activities  from 
early  morning  until  bedtime.

Love  for  teaching 
prompts  law  dean 
to  professorship 

Out  of  a  love  for  teaching,  Carl  S.  Hawkins,  dean 
of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Law  School,  is  relinquishing 
his  title  as  dean  and  returning  to  the  life  of  a  law 
professor. 

'  “As  a  professor  I  am  able  to  pursue  my  own 
scholarly  interests  and  define  for  myself  what 
teaching  is,”  said  Hawkins.  “I  enjoy  teaching  and 
Eeholarship.” 

Prior  to  becoming  dean  of  the  law  school  in  1981, 
Hawkins,  a  resident  of  Orem,  served  as  acting  dean 
of  the  law  school  for  two  years  under  the  previous 
dean,  Rex  Lee. 

Hawkins  came  to  BYU  as  a  professor  of  law  in 
1973,  the  year  the  law  school  was  built.  In  1978  he 
became  the  Guy  Anderson  Professor,  which  title 
brings  Hawkins  funding  for  research. 

Befof-e  coming  to  BYU  Hawkins  was  a  professor 
of  law  at  the  University  of  Michigan  for  16  years. 
“Coming  to  BYU  was  a  hard  decision  to  make,” 
Hawkins  said.  “However,  coming  to  BYU  was  a 
once-in-a-lifetime  chance  to  contribute  to  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  new  institution.” 

Hawkins  received  his  J .  D .  in  law  from  the  N orth- 
western  University  School  of  Law. 

Upon  graduating  from  Northwestern,  Hawkins 
went  to  work  for  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson’s  law  firm  in 
Washington,  D.C.  (Wilkinson  was  president  of. 
BYU  from  1951  to  1971.) 

Hawkins  has  written  many  books  and  articles 
concerning  law.  One  of  his  books,  “Torts  Cases  and 
Materials,”  is  a  nationally  published  book  required 
in  many  law  schools  across  the  country.  Tort  cases, 
which  are  cases  about  civil  actions  for  injuries  to 
people  and  property,  are  Hawkins’  main  area  of 
■Interest. 

According  to  Hawkins,  the  selection  process  is 
Underway  for  a  new  dean.  Hawkins  hopes  one  will 
be  chosen  by  fall,  if  not  sooner. 

Senator  Garn 
refuses  to  use 
Olympic  T-shirt 
on  space  flight

Jake 
Garn  will  not  be  wearing

Garn,  R-Utah,  is  to  be 
the  nation’s  first  senator 
aboard  a  space  shuttle 
mission-.  tfe  is  scheduled 
for  an  April  11"  blast-off. 

Garn,  listed  on  ‘the 
shuttle  manifest  as  a 
congressional  observer, 
is  chairman  of  the 
powerful  appropriations 
subcommittee  over¬ 
seeing  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration. 

On  Monday  the  Salt 
Lake  Area  Chamber  of 
Commerce  said  Garn 
had  agreed  to  wear  a  T- 
shirt  into  space  and  then 
donate  it  to  help  raise 
some  of  the  $220,000 
cost  of  preparing  the  ci¬ 
ty’s  bid  for  the  Winter 


However,  Jeff  Bing¬ 
ham,  a  Garn  aide  in 
shington,  said 
Thursday  the  chamber 
had  jumped  the  gun. 

“While  Jake  is  very 
supportive  of  the  effort 
to  secure  the  Winter 
Olympic  bid,  it  is  not 
possible  for  him  to  fly 
anything  that  could  be. 
returned  and  sold  at  au¬ 
ction  for  any  purpose 
whether  charitable  or 
otherwise,”  Bingham, 
said.  “It’s  against 
NASA  policy  to  allow' 
that  to  be  done.” 

Bingham  confirmed 
the  chamber  had  asked 
Garn  to  wear  the  T- 
shirt,  but  Garn  had  not 
given  his  answer,

parishes,  passing  through  the  barrios 
on  the  way.  Spectators  line  the 
streets  hoping  to  get  close  enough  to 
touch  one  of  the  large  float's. 

On  some  of  these  floats  —  or  pasos 
— are  carved  effigies  of  Christ,  some 
dating  back  to  the  17th  century.  On 
Others  ride  a  Virgin.  The  Virgins 
wear  huge  gold  crowns  inlaid  with  all 
manner  of  jewels  —  a  sharp  contrast 
to  the  solemn  and  subdued  images  of 
Christ. 

The  last  procession  is  on  Easter 
Sunday.  It  is  called  —  appropriately 
—  the  resurrection.  When  it  returns 
to  its  parish,  Seville's  streets  once 
again  become  quiet.  The  beautiful 
floats  are  disassembled  for  storage 
and  penitent's  robes  are  put  away. 
Conversations  among  locals  return 
to  soccer  or  the  upcoming  bullfight 
season.  Holy  Week  has  drawn  to  a 
close. 


blessing.  Still  others  march  because 
as  one  penitent  said  simply,  "Megus- 
ta" — "I  like  it". 

Although  brotherhoods  are  related 
to  the  Catholic  Church,  they  are  not 
governed  by  it.  One  penitent  said, 
"The  brotherhoods  are  daughters  of 
the  Church,  but  it  is  not  good  for 
mothers  to  meddle  in  the  lives  of 
their  children," 

Today  the  spectacle  attracts  tour¬ 
ists  from  around  the  world.  Seville's 
population  of  nearly  700,000  doubles 
as  tourists  jam  the  streets,  causing 
short  two  or  three  mile  processions  to 
take  nearly  14  hours  to  complete. 

The  processions  begin  on  Palm 
Sunday  in  celebration  of  Christ's  en¬ 
try  into  Jerusalem.  An  average  of 
seven  processions  leave  their  small 
parishes  each  day  for  the  next  week. 

Some  march  all  day,  others  all 
night  toward  Seville's  huge  cathedral 
(the  world's  third  largest).  From 


VlClressed  like  condemed  heritics 
^*fcJresurected  from  the  inquisi¬ 
tion,  they  march  every  year  in 
solemn  procession.  Some  carry  long 
bees  wax  candles,  others  march  with 
large  wooden  crosses.  More  than 
60,000  of  these  religious  penitents 
march  through  the  ancient  streets  of 
Seville,  Spain,  in  what  James 
Michener  calls  the  world's  most  pro¬ 
found  religious  spectacle.  Welcome 
to  Holy  Week  in  Seville,  Spain. 

Each  year  male  members  of  Sevil¬ 
le's  56  religious  botherljoods  don 
long  robes  and  hoods  to  march  in 
penance  or  promise  just  as  their 
ancestors  did  nearly  600  years  ago. 
Processionists  no  longer  march  in  pe¬ 
nance  hoping  to  avoid  calamity  as  in 
the  14th  century. 

Today  they  march  because  of  a 
promise  made  to  the  brotherhood's 
effigy  of  Christ  or  the  Virgin,  or  in 
hopes  of  receiving  a  special  favor  or
